This historical information is the head- 
ing on one of the leading articles in the cur- 
rent issue of Business Week. 

Taking up more than two full pages, the 
article on the industrial achievements of the 
U.S.S.R. on its 20th anniversary has an im- 
pressive statistical table which is captioned: 

“MOSCOW CELEBRATES 20 YEARS 
OF PROGRESS.” 

For the American masses, the hard- 
headed American business men want lies 
about the Soviet Union disseminated. For 
themselves they want the bare facts and 
figures. They do not expect the people gen- 
erally to peer into their trade journals. 

For example, while Hearst and the Trotz- 
kyites jointly speak of “starvation” in the 
U.S.S.R., Business Week transmits the fol- 
lowing statistical factual information to its 

ers: 

“Already the greatest grain-producing 
nation in the world, the Soviets plan to 
double the cereal harvest before 1942, and 
accomplishing this to boost the average 
yield grain to 221% bushels an acre, com- 
pared with the United States average of 
17 to 18 bushels.” 

Business Week, of course, does not speak 
of the great Socialist cultural advances, the 
Stalin Constitution and the sweeping ad- 
vance of democracy in the U.S.S.R., nor does 
it mention the huge rise in living stand- 
ards of the people in the Soviet Union. 

The 20th anniversary of the Soviet Union, 
with all that it means, is an event of such 
magnitude that all the anti-Soviet lies must 
fail in detracting from its grand significance 
for toiling and oppressed humanity the world

What wind blows behind the trial-baloon 
rumors set loose in Brussels, London and 
Paris about “peace” in China with substan- 
tial concessions to the Japanese invaders? 

The primary source and reasons must be 
looked for in Tokyo. Valuable aid to the scheme also 
comes from Tory sources in London and not a little 
of the manipulation behind the scenes originates in 
Berlin. a 


has bolstered China's magnificent 
defense Tokio: cannot appeal directly to its former 
channels, particularly 


the Nine-Power Conference contained a broad hint 
that the Nazis remain ready to act as an intermediary 
between Japan and China.

Japan grossly miscalculated the duration of the 


present invasion, Chinas ability to unify, and the 
fighting qualities of the Chinese people. 

The Tokio diplomats, therefore, are anxious to 
transfer their maneuvers to an armistice period with 
North China handed over to the Japanese and the 
Chinese army demoralized by a “peace” which would 
throw every advantage to Japan as in every past 
stage of conquest. 

Japan's terms for its robber’s peace are not hard 
to outline. Tokio wants the five northern Chinese 
provinces, virtual control of the Shanghai area, reten- 
tion of all of the islands she has conquered, destruc- 
tion of China’s defensive force, humiliation of the 
Chinese government, hegemony 
imperialist penetration of China's life. 

Japan does not now desire to step out with these 
proposals and have them flatly rejected, lose “face” 
and find herself confronted by a more determined 
struggle of the Chinese people. Hence the rumor 
route. At the same time, Japan does not court either 
British or American direct leadership even in moving 
towards a shameful peace for China because Tokio 
wants to appear as powerful enough alone to decide 
the fate of China. 


Tokio is doing everything possible to try to contact 
former pro-Japanese leaders in China. Whether she 
has had any success is impossible to say at this 
moment. All the pro-Japanese leaders in Nan- 
king now swear fealty to China in her defense against 
Japanese aggression. Neither Wang Ching-wei nor 
Ho Ying-ching have played a prominent role in recent 
events. Their maneuvering round has been narrowed 
greatly, Whether others have actively taken their 
place is a Japanese diplomatic secret. A recent dan- 
ger signal was the friendly conversation between 
H. H. Kung, Chinese Minister of Finance, and the 
Japanese Consul Ge in Manila, when. Mr. Kung 
was returning from a tour to China. Mr. 
Kung had prefaced his friendly chat with the Japa- 
nese agent in Manila by a declaration in Singapore 
that he thought China should be ready to talk terms 
with Japan when Tokio gave the lead.

Against whatever hopes Japan may have from this 
source is the spirit of the Chinese armies, the un- 
daunted defiance of the Chinese people, whose unity 
and will to drive out the invaders has grown with 
every new battle against Japan. Above all, Kuomin- 
tang-Communist unity, though not yet perfected in 


every detail, has already imbued China with a force 


capable of nipping in the bud any move for treachery. 


China is just beginning to feel and understand its 
new found strength. It, at the same time, will -graép 
Japan's weaknesses. The Nanking government, the 
Kuomintang, the majority of China’s army officers, 
have become involved in the life-and-death battle for 
China’s freedom. The momentum of 450,000,000 people 
fighting for their national integrity appears now to 
be too gigantic for any traitor to halt or deflect. 

China knows that peace can come to its outraged 
people only when the war-monger, Japan, is driven 
from its soil.

Militating against Japan's schemes are the fol- 
lowing: 

A long war undermines Japanese economy; it 
weakens Japan in relation to its competitors in the 
Far East and particularly wears down its naval 
strength. 

Winter will impede Japan’s movement particularly 
in North China, will continue the cost of the war 
even beyond the present, without giving Japan an 
inch of gain in Chinese tory while giving the 
Chinese an opportunity to their defense .and 
extend their successful guerrilla attacks.
